“The line of telegraph about. to be comple- 


ted to Cape Cansé, in the State of Maine; will 


place us in receipt of intelligence from Eu- 
rope much earlier than we at present reesive 
it. It. is proposed that the steamera sail 
direct for that point; aiid touching at Cape 
Rece, the news will be delivered over the 
wires through the Gut of Ganso, by which 
means we will have it probably about-two 
days sooner than we receive it by: tlie present 
arrangements. — 

If steamers were started from the west of 
Ireland, instead of froul Liverpool and Havre, 
as at present, a. forther.gain of from thirty- 
six to forty hours would be obtained; for it 
takes that length of time to arrive at the 
longitude of Galway after starting from the 
docks of Liverpool... But. this extension of 
the wires to our Easter shore is only the 
first link in the completion of the great chain 
which is to embrace the earth’s circamference.

“Cape ‘Race and the West of Ireland there is a

ers.can easily,do—and. making sixteen nav- 
tical miles an hour, would arrive at Cape Réce 
in four days.and fonrhours.
